On many farms there are waste cor­

TO RENEW STRAWBERRY BEDS 


W here Plants Are Vigorous and Bed 


Not Too Weedy It Sometimes 


Pays to Renovate It. 


If the strawberry plants are vigor­ 
ous and the bed not too weedy, it may 
pay to renovate it for another year. 
Mow the plants close to the ground, 
rake off the foliage and burn it. Plow 
a furrow, cutting out all but about one 
foot of the row, and then go through 
and take out the weeds aud diseased 
plants in this row. 
F ill the furrow with thoroughly rot 
ted manure and cultivate the soil hack 
Keep up a thorough cultivation of the 
soil all t h e season. 


Primitive Plow. 


The mc it primitive of plows was 
shaped 
from 
the trunks, 
limbs or 
roots of trees. Such were in use close 
to the time of the Christian era. The 
Old Testament mentions plows of iron 
ar bronze, but except in western E u ­ 
rope and America little progress has 
been made in the improving of the im­ 
plement since the time of Herodo­ 
tus. 
The first recorded form of plow 
is found en the monuments of Egypt, 
where it consists simply of a wooden 
wedge tipped with iron and fastened 
to a handle projecting backward and a 
beam, pulled by men or oxen, and pro­ 
jecting forward.

Barns Should Be Kept Unpolluted and 
Yards Free From Manure and 
Litter of All Kinds. 


These rules are given for the clean­ 
est milk obtainable with only little 
more than ordinary care: Barns should 
be kept clean and well ventilated, the 
yards free from m anure and litter and 
drained so th at no w ater will stand 
there. 
Before 
milking, 
the 
cows 
should be brushed around the flanks 
and udder with a stiff brush; this 
should be followed with a damp cloth 
which will remove many of the dust 
particles and so dampen the others 
that they will stick to the cow during 
the process of milking. 
The milker 
should keep his hands dry during the 
milking. 
Milking with damp hands 
is a filthy process and is apt to cause 
the teats of a cow to chaft? and be­ 
come a source of annoyance. The milk 
should be removed from the barn or 
milking pen to a milk house just na 
soon as possible after it is drawn. The 
milk should be separated and the 
cream cooled as soon as possible after 
milking.

of curdled milk finally clogs the skim- 
m ilk tubes, with the result that more 
skim milk passes through the cream 
outlet, m aking a thinner cream. 
On the other hand, when sour milk 
which has not curdled is separated, 
th e cream produced will be thicker. 
T his is due to the fact that cream 
from sour milk has a high viscosity, 
or is less fluid, and a sm aller propor­ 
tion of cream is delivered, contain­ 
ing a higher per cent of fat.

When this condition exists it 
s better to treat the sows, regardless 
if their condition, and suffer some 
oss of pigs if need be, for without 
reatment there would not only be 
he loss of the pigs, but the sows as­ 
well. 


In tile treatment of pregnant sows 
care should be taken not to excite 
it* cause them to struggle more than 
necessary. 
A good method to handle

W fia.1 the blind of Missouri can do to­ 


ward earning a living for themselves 
is shown by a report 
made 
by the 
Missouri Association for the Blind to 


the bureau of labor statistics, cover­ 


ing the 1914 
m anufacturing 
of 
a 
broom shop maintained at 3741 Cass 
avenue, St. Louis, said Commissioner 
John T. Fitzpatrick. 
The object of 
this manufacturing 
establishment is 
lo give paying employment 
to blind 
men so that they will not have to de­ 
pend upon charity for their existence. 
The 1914 report of the Missouri As­ 
sociation for the Blind's 
St. 
Louis 
broom factory shows that the capital 
invested was 
a 
little 
over $1,000, 
$300 being in machinery, 
tools 
and 
fixtures, $800 in raw' and finished m a­ 
terial on hand and $208 cash on de­ 
posit. 
Receipts during 
1914 
from broom 
manufacture amounted to $8,387, and 
the expenditure 
in 
W'ages 
to blind 
workers amounted 
to 
$6,013. 
The 
shop operated 298 days, and in 
that 
time 2,514 dozen brooms 
and mops 
were made by the blind emplooyes. 
The foreman, 
a 
blind man, drew' 
$65 per month for his services and a 
boy helper $5 per week. 
Five broom 
makers averaged $1.95 per day each, 
and four others 
average 
d$2.69 per 
day. 
Basket makers, who devoted only a 
part of their time to 
that industry, 
were paid by the piece and none re­ 
ceived less than $1.50 for a full work­ 
ing day. There was paid for rent dur­ 
ing 1914 $448. 
There were no acci­ 
dents of any 
character 
during 
the 
course of the year. 
The Missouri School for the Blind 
takes the young 
blind 
and teaches 
them the various 
trades; 
but even 
when thus equipped it is often diffi­ 
cult for a blind man to find work. 
The w’orst feature 
of 
all is that 
many blind men lose their sight after 
Die school age, 
and 
the association 
endeavors to 
find 
employment 
for 
them that will fit their abilities. But 
even those who have learned a trade 
and are most eager to pursue 
it are 
unable to do so without special inter­ 
est bestowed by friends and charita­ 
bly inclined citizens. The association 
is simply the interested and coramur 
friend of every blind man. 
Broom making is a .standard indus­ 
try for the blind, for the reason that 
a blind man can well perform almost 
every process in the manufacture of 
brooms, and also because brooms are 
staple products, always in demand. 
The shop of the 
Missouri As.soca- 
tion for the Blind wras opened in De­ 
cember, 1912. It started with employ­ 
ing only a small number of men, but 
other workers are being added as the 
demand for the products of the shop 
increase. Considering the cause, 
it 
ought to have the hearty support of 
every citizen of Missouri; and instead 
of furnishing employment to twelve 
or fifteen blind men, as is the ease at 
this writing, the 
demand 
for these 
products ought to be so great that the 
wrorking force could be increased to 
200 or 300. 
It is not entirely a charitable insti­ 
tution, for the reason that the blind 
w'rokers are able to make their shop 
earn about 70 per cent of 
the total 
cost of doing business. 
The brooms 
made are excellent, as the best ma­ 
terials are used. 
The brooms being 
hand made, they wear well. A power 
ful hull is used to remove the seed 
from the corn. The shop products are 
sold at the market prices, so that no 
injustice, may 
be 
done selling con­ 
cerns in the same business. 
Similar workshops ought to exist in 
every community 
which 
has blind 
men and women who have to depend 
upon 
t Heir 
earnings 
for a 
living. 
There is plenty 
of 
room 
for such 
worthy manufacturing institutions in 
all cities with 
populations 
of 5,000 
and over. In fact, patronage extended 
to blind workers in any industry or 
calling, such 
as vending newspapers 
and magazines, piano tuning, 
chair 
recaning, 
canvassing 
and 
selling 
small articles from 
house 
to house, 
music or the like, is practical and is 
an up to date form of philanthropy. 
The Missouri association 
greatly de­ 
sires orders for its brooms and whisk 
brooms. Price lists will be furnished 
on application. 
This is a philanthropic association 
ami its proceeds go 
almost entirely 
to the blind workers and 
their de­ 
pendents, who are thus able to feel 
that they are earning their own live­ 
lihood and are no longer subject 
to
